Osmanli Devleti’nin batidaki u¢ bélgesi olan Macaristan 
topraklan, bir bucguk asirlk Turk déneminde siirekli harp 
halindeydi. Sinir boylarindaki kaleler ve palankalar defaatle 
Turklerle Avusturyalilar arasinda el degistiriyordu. Bu sebeple, 
Macaristan’da askerler, yénetici aileler ve tiiccarlar disinda 
yerlesik bir Turk-islam niifusu olusmamistir. Osmanh 
Macaristanrnda Turk hakimiyetinin sona ermesiyle birlikte 
yerlesik bir islam niifusu olmadigindan geride kalan mimari 
eserler de hizla yok olmustur. Macaristan’da Osmanli 
doéneminde insa edildigini tespit ettigimiz 1290 yapinin %90'1 
gintimize ulasmamustir. Ayakta kalan mimari yapilarin 
hepsinin tescilli eski eser olarak koruma altinda oldugunu ve 
Macar devleti tarafindan iyi korundugunu gérmek ise isin 
sevindirici tarafidir. 1970’lerde Pecuy’daki Gazi Kasim Pasa 
Camii’nde Macarlar tarafindan aslina uygun bir sekilde 
yapilan restorasyon icin Mimar Ekrem Hakki Ayverdi’nin 
“Musliimam kalmayan bir memlekette, kilise vazifesini gormeye 
devam eden bir caémide bunca bir gayret sdyan-1 takdirdir.” diyerek 
évdugi dost Macar milletine miitesekkiriz. 1960’lardan 
itibaren Pecuy’daki eserlerden baslayarak Macaristan’daki 
Turk eserlerinin aslina uygun bir sekilde onarimlari Siklos, 
Egri, Estergon ve Sigetvar ile devam etmis, son olarak Gul 
Baba Tiirbesi’nin onarim1 ile 4deta taglanmistir. Son yillarda, 
Gul Baba Turbesi’nde oldugu gibi Turk eserlerinde yapilan 
onarimlarin Tiirk-Macar ortakligiyla yapilmasi da iki tilke 
dostlugunu pekistirmistir. 

Elinizdeki bu kitap; Macaristan’da bir buguk asir siren 
Osmanli hakimiyetinden geriye kalan mimari mirasin izini 
stirmek isteyenler icin bir rehber olmasi amactyla 


hazirlanmistir. 
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Bu kitabin bir envanter caligmasi olmadigini belirtmek isteriz.

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Introduction 


The lands of Hungary, which was the westernmost territory of 
the Ottoman Empire, were home to incessant wars under the 
Turkish rule over one and a half century. The frontier castles and 
fortification walls (palanka) were changing hands between the 
Turks and the Austrians time and time again. That is why no 
resident population of Turkish-Muslim communities could be 
formed in Hungary, except for soldiers, administrative families, 
and merchants. Once the Turkish rule came to an end in 
Ottoman Hungary, the remaining architectural works quickly 
perished since there was no resident Muslim population. 90% of 
1290 buildings that we have identified to have been built under 
the Ottoman rule in Hungary could not survive. It is pleasing to 
note that all of the surviving architectural buildings have been 
placed under conservation as certified old works, and they are 
safeguarded by the Hungarian state. We are grateful to the 
friendly Hungarian nation praised by Architect Ekrem Hakki 
Ayverdi for the faithful restoration of the Mosque of Pasha Qasim 
by the Hungarians in Pécs back in 1970s: “Such an effort made for 
a mosque that still serves as a church in a land with no Muslim around 
is worth commending”. Starting from the 1960s in Pécs, the 
faithful repair of the Turkish remains in Hungary has later 
included those in Siklés, Eger, Esztergom, and Szigetvar, 
culminating in the renovation of the Tomb of Gil Baba. The 
recent partnerships between Tiirkiye and Hungary to renovate 
the Turkish remains just like the Tomb of Gil Baba have 


consolidated the friendship of the two countries. 


This guide has been drawn up to offer guidance for those 
interested in tracing back to the architectural remains of the 
Ottoman Empire that ruled Hungary over one and a half 


centuries. 


MACARISTAN'DA OSMANLI MiMARiSi REHBERI 


We must note that this guide is not an inventory. The guide 
boasts architectural remains such as mosques, mausoleums, 
tombs, fountains, baths, inscriptions, tombstones and museum 
artefacts. We have broken down the remains by city and devised 
routes accordingly. We have not included the traces of 
foundations excavated, such as a fragment of a Turkish building’s 
wall, or the mill in Istolni Belgrade, or the Pasha Palace in Solnok. 
In addition to the castles of Buda, Pecs, Eger and Esztergom, 
Hungary is home to many other castles renovated under Turkish 
rule and the remains of the walls renovated. The guide does not 
include these architectural remains and castles since they would 


cause exceeding the volume of the guide. 


The 100" anniversary of the Republic of Tiirkiye also marks the 
100 anniversary of the Turkish-Hungarian Treaty of Friendship 
concluded in 1924. I would like to take this occasion to wish for 
the 2024 Turkish-Hungarian Cultural Year to further advance our 
shared history and friendship through everlasting efforts to be 
made under the spiritual guidance of Gil Baba. 


We have plans in place to publish a series of studies over Hungary 
under the themes of foundations, inscriptions, dervishes, and 
architectural remains throughout the 2024 Turkish-Hungarian 
Cultural Year. I would like to thank those who have offered 
inputs, particularly Abdullah Eren, President of YTB, Murat 
Kazana, the Vice President of YTB and Zilgaip Akkus, the 
Presidential Advisor, for publishing the Guide for Ottoman 
Architecture in Hungary, the first guide of the series, and 


encouraging us for more.

Gil Baba, Isparta’daki Veli Baba Dergahi’na mensup Bektasi 


dervisi olup Gaziyan-1 Ram’un son temsilcilerindendir. 


Budin’deki ilk Cuma namazindan sonra 2 Eyliil 1541’de vefat 
eden Gil Baba’nin tabutunu Kanini Sultan Sileyman tasimis, 
devrin Rumeli Kazaskeri Ebussuud Efendi de cenaze namazin1 
kildirmistir. tki yiz bin kisinin kildigi cenaze namazindan 
sonra Gil Baba, bugtinkt tirbesinin bulundugu tepeye 
defnedilmistir. 1543 ile 1548 yillar1 arasinda Budin 
Beylerbeyligi yapan Yahya Pasazade Mehmed Pasa tarafindan 
insa ettirilen Gul Baba Tiirbesi, 
klasik Osmanli mimarisi 
uslibunda, sekizgen planh ve 
kubbeli bir eserdir. Tirbenin 
yakininda Gil Baba adina bitytik 
bir Bektasi Tekkesi de tesis 
edilmistir. Budin’de Osmanli 
hakimiyetinin sona ermesiyle 
birlikte tekke yiktirilmis tirbe 
ise sapele doniisttirilmistir. 
Bu sayede yok olmaktan 
kurtulan Gil Baba Tirbesi, 
Sultan Abdilaziz’in 1867’ deki 
Avrupa seyahati ile birlikte 


tekrar ttirbe haline getirilmistir. 


Kaniini Sultan Sileyman’in,

Turbesi, 1996 ve 2018’de Tiirk-Macar uzmanlarin 
olusturduklar1 heyetlerle onarilmis olup Macarlarin gésterdigi 
ilgi ve Tiarkiye’nin destegi sayesinde Macaristan’daki Turk 
varliginin bir temsilcisi olarak Turk mimarisini ve tarihini

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Gul Baba Tomb 


Gil Baba, who participated in the Buda Campaign upon the 
invitation of Sultan Suleiman the Magnificent, was a Bektashi 
dervish affiliated with the Veli Baba Lodge in Isparta and is

one of the last representatives of the Gazis of Rum. 

The coffin of Gil Baba who passed away on September 2, 1541 
following the first Friday prayer in Buda was carried by 
Suleiman the Magnificent and his funeral prayer was 
performed by Rumelian Chief Judge Ebussuud Efendi. Gil 
Baba was buried over the hill where his tomb is currently 
situated following the funeral prayer joined by two hundred 
thousand people. Built at the behest of 
Yahya Pashazade Mehmed Pasha, who 
served as the Governor of Buda from 
1543 to 1548, the Tomb of Gil Baba is 
of classical Ottoman architecture, with 
an octagonal layout and a dome. A 
large Bektashi Lodge was erected in the 
name of Gil Baba near his tomb. The 
lodge was then demolished after the 
end of the Ottoman rule in Buda and 
the tomb was converted into a chapel. 
Avoiding perishment as a result, the 
Tomb of Gil Baba was turned into a 
tomb again upon the visit of Sultan 
Abdulaziz to Europe in 1867. 


Referred to as “Giil Baba will be the 
sentinel of Buda and his patrons will be ready and visible” by 
Suleiman the Magnificent and growing into a landmark for 
the Turkish-Hungarian friendship, the Tomb of Gil Baba was 
renovated in 1996 and 2018 by the delegations made of 
Turkish and Hungarian experts, and it helps keep alive the 
Turkish architecture and history thanks to interest of 
Hungary and the support of Turkiye as a testament to the 


Turkish presence in Hungary.

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Gul Baba Museum 


On the sidelines of the efforts to renovate the Tomb of Giil Baba BP-02 
Tomb in 2018, the sites around the tomb, which were part of the 

Wagner Villa and yet had been neglected for a long time, were 

put to use as a cultural centre, which has been turned into an Budin (Buda) 

active museum. The Museum of Gil Baba is made of five te — ME eee 


consecutive halls. 


The halls of the museum are named under the themes of the 
Ottomans in Hungary, the World of Dervishes / Dervish’s Dowry, 
Giil Baba, Giil Baba of Maps, and Giil Baba of Hungarians, 
respectively. The display cases in the museum exhibit dervish 
items such as nafir (trumpet), tabar (axe), kashkul (begging 
bowl), candlesticks, cencers, rosewater flask, along with crowns, 


tombstones, and calligraphy materials. 


With three silicon statues depicting Idris Baba 
in Pécs, Baba Sultan in Eger and Gil Baba in 
Buda, the museum gives an account of Bektashi 
elders who once lived in Hungary, the works by 
Ahmed Hikmet Bey, Consular General of Pest, 
Chief Architect Kemaleddin Bey and Abdullatif 
Efendi over the Tomb of Giil Baba during World 
War I. 


Visitors can also view censer, candlestick, rahle 
(reading desk) and coffee table with ornaments, 
which were specially manufactured for the 
Tomb of Giil Baba in Istanbul back in 1915 and 
shipped to the site of the tomb. The digital 
screens provide visitors with insight into the 
architects who came up with a project for the 
tomb and their etchings. The museum also 
exhibits the archival document with the oldest 
deed registry for the Tomb of Gil Baba, a 
replica of the painting that depicts the death of 
Gul Baba, and the photos of the latest 


renovation.

This bath, built by Sokollu Mustafa Pasha in 1569, is known 


as Veli Bej Bath or Czar's (Csdszar) Bath. The main hall of the 
bath is laid out over four iwans and four private rooms 


around an octagonal pool. ‘The frigidarium of the bath was

Veli Bej Bath is 
currently an active thermal 
spring with hospitals, hotels 
and swimming pools built 


around.

The construction was kicked off at the behest of Arslan Pasha BP-04 
of Buda in 1565 and completed by Sokollu Mustafa Pasha. 
Also referred to as Rooster Gate Bath or Gated Bath under 
Ottoman rule, the bath is currently known as King’s Bath as Budin (Buda) 
Budapest, Kirdlyftirdé, Fé u. 84,

tepidarium of the bath is made of small niches/iwans placed 

around an octagonal pool. ‘The frigidarium with a large dome 

has not survived to the present day. Just like it is the case for 

other baths, this one was expanded and remained in use after 


the end of the Ottoman rule.

Having served as the Governor of Buda from 1553 to 1558, 
Toygun Pasha had a mosque built in the district that would be 


later named after him while his son Ahmet Bey had the work 


completed after his demise. It is the only mosque in Buda with Budin (Buda)

the dimensions and layout discovered. The mosque is known to gan =

be adjacent to a bath and a lodge. Evliya Celebi speaks of the 
mosque as one of the four large mosques with lead material and a 
dome in the extended outskirts of the city. 


The mosque was handed over to the Capuchin priests and 
converted into a church upon the Ottoman retreat from Buda. 
Having served as a church for 83 years, the mosque was largely 
renovated in 1770, with a revised 
architectural style. The Capuchin Church of 
St. Elizabeth was built using the main walls of 
the mosque. The church is currently situated 
on F6 u. Street, 32. The window panes of the 
former mosque still stand on the walls of the 
church. The mihrab and the windowpane over 
the mihrab are out in the open inside the 
church. 


Having reviewed the church in 1976, 
Architect Ekrem Hakki Ayverdi performed a 
survey of the building and drew up a 
restitution proposal. According to this, the 
mosque is a typical classical period Turkish 
mosque equipped with a wall thickness of 
120 cm, made of cut stones with a square plan 
and a single-domed harim and a five-section 
narthex. Uskiidar Mihrimah Sultan Mosque, 
Istanbul Bali Pasha Mosque and Findikli 
Molla Celebi Mosque are similar examples of 
mosques with five-section narthex built in the 


classical period.

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Akinci Cemetery 


The cemetery, known as Akinci Cemetery or Turkish Cemetery, 
is located in the southeast of Buda Castle, in the park area 
between Kemal Atatiirk Street and Varalja Street, in front of 
the Kizil Elma Tower. Tombstones collected from various parts 
of Buda are gathered here, which used to be a cemetery, too. 
There are nearly 15 original tombstones bare of inscriptions in 
the graveyard, which was surrounded by iron bars and placed 


under protection by the appreciative Hungarians.

Sokollu Mustafa Pasha, who served as the Governor of Buda for 


12 years, had the ruinous mosque of Ibrahim Cavus in the district 


of Tabakhane (modern-day Tabdn) repaired. Named after Mustafa 


Pasha following the repair, the mosque was once visited by EvliyA — Budin (Buda) 
Budapest, Attila ut 11, 1013 
Magyarorszdg 


Celebi. He reports in his travel logs that the mosque had a large 
congregation, and it was made of stone, a long minaret, and 


covered in lead. 


Located in the district of Tabakhane, Mustafa Pasha Mosque 
looks encircled by courtyard walls, domed, and of one single 
minaret balcony as portrayed in the Buda etchings that account 
for the siege in 1686. It was 
transformed into a church just like the 
Toygun Pasha Mosque and the Tomb of 
Gil Baba were upon the renovation by 
architect Keresztély Obergruber 
between 1728 and 1736 once the 
Turkish rule came to an end in the city. 
It now serves as Saint Catherine of 
Alexandria Church. The entrance gate 
of the church, of which no sign of the 
original mosque remained, faces the 
direction of qibla. A plate is placed on 
the entryway of the church, indicating 
its function as a mosque in the past. 
Situated in the entrance front, the bell 
tower was built by Maté Nepauer in 
1753. 


Donated by Sokollu Mustafa Pasha to 
the mosque, a copy of Qur'an is now 
archived with the cod B.or.007 by the 
department of manuscripts in the 
Library of Leipzig University. The final 
page of Mushaf (written copy of 
Qur’an) features the donation registry 
for Pasha dating back to 1574.

MACARISTAN'DA OSMANLI MiMARiSi REHBERI 


Tabakhane Bath / Rac Bath

It is named so because it was located in the district of Tabakhdéne 

(Tabdén) under Ottoman rule. The bath is currently known as Rac 

Bath (Rac Fiirdé). Sokollu Mustafa Pasha bought the bath, which 

had been built in the 1560s, from Mevlana Hasan Efendi, the Kadi Buin (Buda) 

of Pest, and donated it. Its layout is composed of iwans placed ne cp vamos — 
around an octagonal pool just like other baths in Buda. A variety 

of travellers reported that Tabakhane Bath was therapeutic for 

many diseases. Having been heavily harmed during World War II, 

the bath was renovated and joined by a large thermal facility, with 

other buildings around it. The bath is invisible from the outside 


since it is surrounded by new buildings.

Buda Castle 


Ruled by the Turks from 1541 to 1686, the Buda Castle is of a 
thin and long shape, stretching out from north to south. Built 
in the 13th century around the Royal Palace, the Buda Castle 
is one of the pivotal castles on the Danube. Having served as a 
frontier hub for the Ottomans along with the Esztergom 
Castle, the Buda Castle has grown steadfast thanks to 


consistent repairs and additions. 


Restored and incorporated many times under the Ottoman 
rule, the bastions, redoubts, and towers were named after the 
administrators who had them restored in their capacity as 
governors, including Mahmud Pasha, Siyavus Pasha, Murad 
Pasha, Veli Bey, Kasim Pasha, and Karakas Pasha. The 
architectural style of the towers is articulated as follows by 
Ekrem Hakki Ayverdi: “They were built by the Hungarians while 
we had them restored, reinforced, and equipped with bastions right 
after. The Hungarians had them restored again and then rebuilt 
after the Austrians demolished them. That is why it is difficult to 
imagine who built what and to what extent. However, those built 
with solely thick bricks were definitely done by the Hungarians. 
Those made of rough hewn stones are also easy to recognise by 
those familiar with the facade of Ottoman buildings. And the ones 


made of brick and stone rows are Ottoman for sure." 


One needs to both go through the castle and walk outside the 
perimeters of the castle to view the towers, redoubts, and 
bastions. One of the two epitaphs remaining from the 
Ottoman period in Budin Castle belongs to Kasim Pasha. A 
replica of the epitaph was made out of the original one of 
1667, which was in the museum, to be hung in its former 
spot. The epitaph of Siyavus Pasha Tower is housed in the 


National Museum. 


The former Hungarian churches in the castle were converted 
into mosques named after Fethiye and Sultan Suleiman in the 
aftermath of the conquest. Apart from these two churches, 


the castle is also home to a memorial tombstone built by the 
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Hungarians for Abdurrahman Abdi Pasha, the last governor. 
The castle also boasts Turkish figurines on the fountain and 
window panes of the buildings, drawing inspiration from the 
Turkish tombstones. The Museum of Military History and 
Budapest History Museum have a lot to offer for the Turkish 


remains.

resembles the Grand Mosque (Matthias Church) and its bell tower Budapete SAntectaen tere, TON

Mosque because of the bell clock on top of the tower. The building, 
which was the main church 
of the castle where

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Sultan Suleiman Mosque / Church 


The first Friday prayer that followed the conquest of the Buda 
Castle was performed here on September 2, 1541. Following the 


Friday prayer was performed in the mosque referred to as Hiinkar 
Mosque and Cémi-i Kebir under the Ottoman rule, Giil Baba spoke — Buin (Buda) 

of his last will: “Let them not disperse while the congregation is here. rie vai =e 
The opportunity is godsend, let us deliver what we have been entrusted 

with. Let them wash me with the water of the thermal spring and bury 

me in Buda, let them go to Istanbul in good health and let all your sons 

kiss me.” And he passed away in the midst of the Friday 
prayers, reciting Ya Cemédlallah (God's beauty and mercy). 
Suleiman the Magnificent shouldered the coffin of Gil 
Baba, and had the funeral prayer performed by 
Ebussuud Efendi, a Rumelian Kazasker, here in this 
church. Giil Baba was buried over the hill where his tomb 
is currently situated following the funeral prayer joined 


by two hundred thousand people. 


Evliya Celebi narrates the dialogue between Suleiman 
the Magnificent and Ebussuud Efendi as the Matthias 
Church was being converted into a mosque: “Sultan 
Suleiman made the church free from the scum of blasphemy 
and shirk upon the conquest and turned it into an Islamic 
sanctuary. The mosque has two gates. The one on the east 
side features the portrayal of a winged dragon by a marble 
master in a piece of white marble. It looks as if it was alive. It 


opens its mouth, stretches four feet, and keeps flapping its 


tail. In front of this dragon, Al-Khidr rides on a horse and 
with his spear in his hand, hits the dragon with a bayonet 
and makes a kind of way to trample the dragon under the horse, as if it 
was still alive. Even at the time of the conquest, when Shaykh al-Islam 
Ebussuud Efendi said ‘painting and sculpture are forbidden, so this 
statue must be shattered", Sultan Suleiman was kind enough to take 
his Kashmir shawl off his neck and ordered: "No one would gaze at this 
statue, and Muslims shall not recognise it". And he had the statues 
covered and stopped them from being shattered. They are still

The 
Ottoman exhibition offers an epitaph of Mahmud Pasha Tower 
and tombstones bare of an epitaph dating back to the 16 and 
17% century. The museum, which is home to scores of Ottoman 
etchings of the castles in Hungary, displays a portrayal of the 
Belgrade siege and an oil-painting portrait of Suleiman the 
Magnificent. In addition to the finest carpets and rugs of the 
Turkish term, the most beautiful token of military items

The martyrs’ cemetery was built at the behest of Abdillatif Efendi 
who was commissioned as the imam (religious leader) of the Muslim 
community in Budapest by 
Shaykh al-Islam Mehmed 
Ceméaleddin Efendi and 
voluntarily served as a keeper 
of the Tomb of Gil Baba. 479 
out of 521 martyrs buried in 
the Galicia Cemetery have 
been identified. 


Erected in the heart of the 
cemetery built in 1916 is a 
memorial constructed in 1926 
and renovated by the Turkish 
Embassy in September 2001. 
The tomb of Abdiillatif 
Efendi, who was the founder 
of the martyrs’ cemetery, is 
situated in the adjacent 
Muslim cemetery. Hatice 
Hanim, one of the 
granddaughters of Sokollu 
Mehmed Pasha, and Hiiseyin 
Hilmi Durig, one of the 
keepers of the Tomb of Giil 
Baba and imam of Pest, and 
the graves of Muslims who 
passed away in Budapest are 
also laid to rest here.

eed Grand Master Ekrem Hakka Ayverdi brings up Esztergom as part 
of the compilation of Ottoman Architectural Works in Europe as 
follows: "Once one takes a look at Esztergom, the most favourite, the 

Estergon (Esztergom) most desirable, and the most popular of the Ottoman frontiers, the one

We, too, share the sentiment. Having been under the Turkish rule 
for 140 years, Esztergom still lingers in the Turkish memory, and 
the folk songs and anthems that express the longing for the castle 


are still chanted. 
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Billed as a saint by the Hungarians, Szent Istvan was crowned here 
and admitted into Christianity in Esztergom. Esztergom is also 
important for the Hungarian people as it was the capital of the 
Hungarian state for two and a half centuries before it was handed 


over to Buda following the Mongolian invasion. 


Originally built by the Romans, the Esztergom Castle underwent 
numerous renovations from 1543 to 1595 and 1605 to 1683 
when it was under Turkish rule. Among the signs of Turkish rule 
are Hisarpece, the White Tower, the Hot Water Tower, the postern 
and some repairs on the walls. The museum situated within the 


castle displays a few Ottoman tombstones. 


To view the city walls and bastions of Esztergom Castle, and the 
urban silhouette, one must cross to the opposite side of the 
Danube, to Cigerdelen (Parkan), as the Rumelian veterans once 
did.

The basilica within the castle was converted into a mosque in the 
aftermath of Esztergom’s conquest just like it was the case in Estergon (Esztergom) 
other castles across Hungary, and it served as a mosque Esztergom, Szent Istvan tér 1, 2500

throughout the Ottoman rule. 


Offering a thorough account of the mosque in his unique style upon his 
visit in 1663, Evliya Celebi reported: "It is obvious to Allah the Almighty 
that if we were to write down what we know by finding out, viewing, and 
examining the odd artefacts and arts in this mosque, and its characteristics, it 
would be another version of Kizilelma Mosque." The traveller reports that 
the courtyard of Kizilema Mosque 
was adorned with colourful and 
ornamental stones, resembling that 
of Al-Aqsa Mosque in al-Quds. The 
walls of the mosque boast paintings, 
statues, and portrayals at various 
spots as if they were alive. The 110- 
step minaret of the mosque was built 
independently of the building so it 
would not be affected by potential 


cannon fire. 


The historical documents indicate 


that a part of the church, which is a 


large building, once served as a 
mosque, and the former recess was 
the Tomb of San Saltuk, and the other places operated as Ussaki Lodge. 
The recess of the former church was home to a highly elaborate 
sarcophagus of Sari Saltuk, carved out of marble. The tomb is 
thoroughly recounted in Evliya Celebi’s travel logs, and the Esztergom 
Conquest Letters by Omer Derya Bey. 

Kizilelma Mosque in Esztergom was transformed back into a 
church following the end of the Ottoman rule. It operated until 
the 1820s before Kizilelma Mosque was replaced by a large 


basilica, which currently stands there.

is a minaret erected with smooth cut stones in the north-eastern 
corner. Having been demolished by the Austrians, the minaret 
could not make it to the modern day while only its pedestal 
remains. Evliya Celebi portrays the mosque as “a beautiful new 
mosque with a lead-covered roof, an embroidered ceiling, a solid 
foundation, a large congregation and a tall masonry minaret". The 
bath, the school, the madrasah, and the lodge reported by Evliya 
Celebi to have been next to the mosque 


have not survived to the present day. 


There is no information about Oziceli 
Haa Ibrahim, the founder of the mosque. 
The city of Ozice (Uzice in Serbian) is 


located on the border of Bosnia in the 


western part of Serbia in present times. 
Having been built in the 17th century, the ~~ 
mosque had served as a warehouse for a 
while in the mid-18th century and then 
was converted into a residence. Most 
recently renovated in 2007, the mosque 
now serves as a local history museum. Its 
minaret was left unfinished as part of the 


renovation efforts. 


The museum displays details about the 
background of the mosque, etchings of 
the renovation efforts, and the past 
engravings of Esztergom, as well as some 
war instruments that the Turks left 
behind. The 17-century mihrab of the 
mosque is also worth seeing as it is 


equipped with a stalactite.

The castle that rises over the fortification wall where Oziceli 
Haci Ibrahim Mosque was built on the banks of the Danube Estergon (Esztergom) 
has a small gate. The gate was a postern, which was common Esztergom, Berényi Zsigmond u. 18, 
in Mediaeval castles. 2500 Magyarorszdg 


The posterns were typically used to go out of the castle 
through a concealed location for various purposes, away from 
the main gates within the castles or city walls. These gates 
open out to passages impossible 
to enter as a group even if they 
are discovered by adversaries in 


times of war. 


This gate was built following the 
conquest of the Esztergom Castle 
and an epitaph of Suleiman the 
Magnificent was placed over the 
gate in his memory. What the 
Arabic epitaph reads is as follows: 
“This castle was built during the 
rule of Sultan Suleiman, the son of 
Sultan Selim Shah”. It is one of the 
two Ottoman epitaphs that 
remain intact in Hungary. Other 
epitaphs could not survive to the 
present day or are displayed in 


museums.

Having been under the Turkish rule following the surrender to 
the Ottomans in 1543, Pécs underwent substantial changes as 
a city. Unlike other Hungarian cities, Pécs ruled by the 
Pecuy (Pécs) 
Ottomans was dominated by the Ottoman culture in Pécs. Barbakdn tér, 7624 
architecture and religious life of the Muslims just like it was Magyarorszdg 


the case in the Balkan cities. Gazi Kasim Pasha Mosque, the 
top artefact of the Ottoman architecture in Hungary, was 
built right in the heart of the city. Boasting 17 Muslim 
neighbourhoods, Pécs was home to 17 mosques/prayer halls, 4 


religious mausoleums, and 6 lodges. 


The fortification walls that encircle the city in all directions 
were renovated, with new walls erected, and a mighty military 
post was settled here. Evliya Celebi 
recounts how the city walls were made 
of large chunks of cut stones whereas 
they were kept shorter than other 
castles. Of the Pécs Castle, which is 
equipped with nearly twenty towers 
and bastions, only the barbican of the 
inner fortress, the walls in the north, 
and a few bastions have remained. 
Informative plaques are placed, 
hanging where the Buda, Sikldés, and 
Szigetvar gates of Pécs Castle have not 


survived to the present day. 


One can infer that the city was

Situated within the former inner fortress in Pécs, the 
cathedral served as a mosque under Ottoman rule while it was 
originally built in the 11* century. 
Pecuy (Pécs) 
Evliya Celebi accounts for the church transformed into a Pécs, Dom tér 2, 7621 Magyarorszag 


mosque to the memory of Suleiman the Magnificent in his 
unique style: “The ingenious engineers of the past showcased all 
their mastery and performed such wonders in this mosque that no 
other architect on earth has achieved such craftsmanship and 
mastery. In fact, there are walls decorated with various carvings 
and various kinds of jewellery stones made by an ingenious carver 
within and outside this glorious mosque, and the scholars who take 
a look at them are fascinated. The arches and window panes of this 
one, and the shiny marble stones could only be matched by those in 
Al-Aqsa Mosque in al-Quds. It is such a mosque for the faithful 
with chameleon-like décor that cannot be put into words and 


written with pens.” 


There are towers in the four 
corners of the cathedral, 
which is a large building in 
dimensions of nearly 22 x 
70 metres. The only sign 
within the cathedral that 
has remained of the 
Ottoman times is an 
inscription of renovation 
by Ahmed Aga of Belgrade, 
placed on the left hand side 
of the entrance gate, 
between the girders of the 
wooden bell. Currently 
close to visits, the tower is 
known to have been built 
under a wooden minaret 


during the Ottoman times.

It is located on the Széchenyi square downtown Pécs. It was 
built at the behest of Kasim Pasha, the Governor of Buda, 
between 1548 and 1552. It is the largest Ottoman mosque 
Pecuy (Pécs) 
remaining in Hungary, featuring a 16 metre-diameter dome. Pécs, Hunyadi it 4, 7621 


Once the Turkish rule came to an end in Pécs, the minaret and — Magyarorszag 
the place of congregation were demolished by the Austrians in 
1776 before being converted into a church. The original 
architectural style of the mosque underwent complete 
transformation in the 18th century while it was restored to its 
original state on the facade as part of the renovations in 1938 
and afterwards. The oldest pieces of information concerning 
the original state of the mosque were reported by Evliya 
Celebi. Having thoroughly described all the artefacts in the 
city, the travellers reported the following about the Mosque of 
Kasim Pasha: “It has a very large, heartwarming and crowded 
congregation. Their domes are like the dome of the sky, whose 
length and breadth are floating feet. It has a kind of artistic pulpit, 
mihrab, muezzin's chamber and a pulpit-like lectern that is 
undescribable. And it has a round dome, which is as if it was a high 
dome made by the hand of a carpenter as if it were the dome of 
Sultan Selim Mosque in Istanbul. It is such a big dome, and like it, 
is a solid dome sitting on a fourcorner wall. There are seven 
embroidered domes on high poles, six on the side sofas, on the right 


and left of the door. Its minaret is very high and has a balcony.” 


Although the Mosque of Kasim Pasha and the final gathering 
spot could not survive to the present day, the main walls 
called Gazi and its large dome remain as a major piece of 
Turkish architecture in Central Europe. The indoor walls of the 
mosque, which currently serve as a church, are inscribed with 
some Ottoman handwritings and graffiti. The basement of the 
mosque operates as a museum now. The museum boasts 
information boards that account for the history of the 
neighbouring region, and classical and digital exhibitions of 


the mosque’s history and architectural style.

mosques in Hungary, it is the only one that has kept its 


original form intact into the present day. 


Evliya Celebi describes the mosque as “a large, old mosque and a 
house of prayer covered by lead, with a minaret of a particular, 
clear-cut, and delightful style”. To the north of the mosque, 
there used to be the only dervish lodge in Hungary later to be 
demolished by the Austrians. Having reportedly been 
impressed a lot by the lodge when it was in service, Evliya 
Celebi gave a lengthy account of the 


dervish lodge in his travel logs. 


Yakovali Hasan Pasha Mosque was 
converted into a church by the Jesuits 
once the Turkish rule came to an end in 
Pécs, and it operated as a Catholic 
church until 1960. The minber, lectern, 
and rugs of the mosque, which has been 
morphed into a museum upon 
renovation in 1960, were imported 
from Turkiye. The well-kept mosque in 
sound condition now serves as a 
museum. Some information boards are 
placed on the way to the museum’s 
entrance to offer insight into its 


background and the dervish culture. 


After visiting the mosque, you can 
examine the statue of Ottoman 
historian Ibrahim Pecevi and wander 
around the back street towards the 
minaret and see a few tombstones that 


have survived to the present day.

The south wall 
of the church boasts the window panes that have remained of 
the mosque, out in the open with their frames and arches. The 
mosque’s section for late arrivals has survived along with the 
walls and pedestals, as well as the upper window pane in the 


northern facade. 


The mosque is made of a single-dome sanctuary and a three- 
dome section for late arrivals according to the restitution 
performed by G. Gy6ézé, the Hungarian archaeologist

The Tomb of Idris Baba is situated outside the city walls, 
within a small-sized coppice forest on the Nyar Street to the 


north-west of the city. The land where the tomb is situated is a

former Muslim cemetery. The tomb is of an octagonal layout Pécs, Nydr u. 10, 7624 
and a dome and covered by bricks. It is one of the two Magyarorszag 


Bektashi tombs that have remained in Hungary, along with 
the Tomb of Gil Baba. The Gul Baba Museum houses a 


symbolic statue of Idris Baba. 


Renowned historian [brahim Pecevi (Ibrahim Efendi of Pécs) 
wrote about his talk with 
Idris Baba in 1591. Evliya 
Celebi mentions Idris Baba 
as part of his account of the 
mosques, madrasahs, 
lodges, and baths in Pécs in 
1663 as “He is alive on the 
date of 1000 Hajira and his 


many blessings are shared”. 


The Tomb of Idris Baba was 
transformed into a chapel 
after 1693, and an apse was 
incorporated as a semi- 
round recess based on the 
dislocation of one of the 
window panes. Restored in 
the 1960s to be converted 
back into a tomb, the 


artefact is open to visitors.

The building was a palace built by an Italian master at 
the behest of Gyérgy Szathmary, a bishop in Pécs, between

One can infer from the 
remains that the lodge was 
made of a stone wall and 
equipped with two floors and 
rooms that encircled a 
courtyard. The wall remains 
are now displayed as open air 


museum items within a park. 


Idris Baba, whose tomb is 
located in Pécs, is likely to 
have been a member of this 
lodge.

Szigetvar Castle dates back to the times when the original 

bulwark of Osvald Szigethi was constructed in the early 15th 

century on the island situated over a swamp irrigated by the 

tributary Almas. Fortified by a variety of later additions, the Sigetvar (Szigetvdr) 
castle was rebuilt at the behest of Sokollu Mustafa Pasha, the i i a 


Magyarorszag 
Governor of Buda, upon the conquest in 1566. 


The remaining castle lacks the Internal Castle of the former 
Szigetvar Castle, and is made of four bastions of identical 
heights as the walls on a flat land. Entirely made of bricks, the 
castle is of a square layout. Most of the main walls, bastions, 
and embrasures go back to the Ottoman times. Renovated

In the aftermath of the conquest of Szigetvar, Sokollu 5-02 
Mehmed Pasha had it built in 1566 in the name of Suleiman 

the Magnificent, who died during the campaign. Boasting 

modest architectural characteristics, the Mosque of Suleiman _Sigetvar (Szigetvar) 

the Magnificent is of a lengthwise rectangular layout. Unlike milo eens 


the regular mosques of the sultans, it is a modest body of 
work built with a wooden roof, not a dome. Evliya Celebi 
referred to the mosque as the Small Mosque of Suleiman the 
Sultan. The mosque is made of a rectangular sanctuary, an L- 
shaped section for late arrivals (encircling in the east and 
north) and a brick minaret in its north-east corner. After 
Szigetvar was surrendered to the 
Austrians in 1689, General de Vecchi 
had the indoors of the mosque 
excavated in an attempt to perform 
some search and then put the mosque 
to his personal use as a residence. The 
minaret was demolished up to the onset 
of its body while only its pedestal 
remained. The mosque was converted 
into a military hospital upon the demise 


of the General in 1702, and served as a 


silo in the 18th century. Having 
operated as a church from 1760 to 
1770, the artefact was transformed into 
a stable for a while. It then served as a 
storehouse before being cleared of the 
modifications and additions upon 


renovation in 1963. 


Currently operating as a local history 
museum, the mosque stands out with 
its wooden steps of minaret dating back 
to the 16 century and the Ottoman 


inscriptions under protection on its

Ali Pasha Mosque suffered no harm 
during the Austrian siege in 1689 and 
served as a gunpowder store for a 
while. Converted into a church named 
Plébania in 1712, the mosque had 
seen its minaret collapse as a result of 
a lightning strike in 1719. 


The 13 metre-diameter dome of the 
Ali Pasha Mosque was concealed by a 
roof over the dome after it was 
converted into a church. The dome 
portrays the frescoes that depict the 
deaths of Suleiman the Magnificent 
and Miklés Zrinyi. Ali Pasha Mosque 
currently serves as a church titled 
Szent Rékus Templom. Just like other 
churches in Hungary, this one is also 
home to a basin of bath that now 
serve as a baptismal font after being 
dismantled from the Ottoman baths 
in the city.

Relying on local sources, Anmed Hikmet Bey sought and 
managed to get an excavation permit from the Bishop of Pecs 
to look for a grave inside the church as he insisted on the fact 
that where the entrails of Sultan 
the Magnificent were buried is 
actually a church whereas he could 
not have the excavation conducted 
under the circumstances. Ahmet 
Hikmet Bey had a marble 
inscription in Turkish and 
Hungary placed on the facade of 
the church, indicating the tomb in 
an effort to make sure the memory 
of Suleiman the Magnificent in 
Szigetvar lingers. The inscription 
was placed as part of a grand 
ceremony held on November 16, 
1913, Sunday that lasted one day 
and one night following some 
speeches over the Turkish- 


Hungarian friendship.

It was built by the Republic of Turkiye in 1994 to mark 
the 500" anniversary of Suleiman the Magnificent who 
passed away in Szigetvar, and renovated by TIKA in 2016. The 
friendship park is home to the symbolic tomb of Suleiman the 
Magnificent, the Turkish Fountain, and the statues of 
Suleiman the Magnificent and Miklds Zrinyi. 

The area between Friendship Park and the Church of Turbék is 
marked as the Turkish Cemetery (Térék Temetd) on the old

Suleiman the Magnificent, during his thirteenth and final 
campaign, the Siege of Szigetvar, passed away in his tent one Sigetvar (Szigetvar) 
day before the conquest of the fortress (on September 8, Szigetvar, Nefelejcs diilé, 7900 
1566). The death of the sultan was kept a secret to keep the Mapyarorsedg 


army together and he was buried within his tent and his 
entrails were embalmed. Following the conquest of Szigetvar 
Castle, a memorial tomb was erected where his entrails were 
buried. The tomb was joined by a prayer hall next to it, and 
lodges and barracks around it, with a wooden wall built and a 


water ditch dug out, morphing into a redoubt. 


Having occupied the tomb after 1683, the Austrians 
transformed the mosque into a church to serve for a while and 
then completely demolished it. The Turkish Cooperation and 
Coordination Agency (TIKA) and the City of Szigetvar 
concluded a protocol in 2012 in an effort to locate the 
whereabouts of the tomb, which was long forgotten for three 
centuries, with a view to safeguarding the shared history of 
both countries, and the Turkish and Hungarian teams ran 
archaeological excavations in what is called Vineyard Hill from 
2015 to 2017. The excavations unearthed the foundations of a 
mosque, tomb, and lodge, as well as many Ottoman stones, 
metal, and ceramic finds. A plan is in place to build a museum 
to exhibit the finds unearthed by the archaeological 


excavations that are still underway.

Conquered by Sultan Mehmed III in 1596, the castle is located at 
a spot where flatlands and hills meet on two banks of the river 
Pet Egri (Eger) 
Evliya Celebi reports that the inner fortress, which was built with — Eger, Var, 3300 Magyarorszdg 
large stones and surrounded by dykes, had two sections referred 
to as Frank Fortress and Hungarian Fortress, and that it was 
crossed by a bridge over the dyke between the two. The Frank 
Fortress could not make it to the modern day while the 
Hungarian Fortress remains in part. Eger Castle was restored 
during the Ottoman times, and equipped with a curtain wall and 
a bastion on the south side of the castle. Ekrem Hakki Ayverdi 
calls them “the Ottoman bastion and curtain wall that have 


remained intact since the 17” century.” Restored in 2014, this 


section of the Eger Castle is open to visitors under the title of 
Turkish Garden / Térékkert.

The stone relief on the fountain portrays the liberation of the 
castle from the Turks.

As the sole mosque within the Siklés Castle that has survived 
to the present day, Malkog Bey Mosque was built in the early 
16th century at the behest of Malkog Bey, the brother of Kara 
Ali Bey, the Regiment Commander of Szeged, who was a 
member of a raider family. Evliya Celebi describes the mosque 
as “domed and of a tall minaret”. Ekrem Hakki Ayverdi 
illustrated the mosque with a vault in his restitution drafts. 
The building was abandoned for a while after the Ottomans 
retreated from the site, and it served as a residence in the 
19th century. Having undergone minor renovations in 1969 
and 1988, the mosque was heavily renovated in 1993 by 
Architect Gyula Cséfalvay. As part of the renovation of the 
mosque, the sanctuary, which should have been vaulted in its 
original state, was complemented by an octagonal cone raised 
on the brick walls. The indoors evoke a vaulted form through a 
wooden grid placed on the roof. Having won the Europa 
Nostra Restoration Award in 1993, the mosque now operates 


as a museum that exhibits Turkish-Islamic artefacts.

The mosque is referred to as such because it is situated on a 
redoubt built at the behest of Hamza Bey under the Ottoman 
rule. It was erected under the rule of Suleiman the : 
Hamza Bey (Erd) 
Magnificent and renovated by Ismail Pasha, the Governor of rd. Mecset u. 20. 2030 


Buda, in the 1660s. Left to its own devices following the end Magyarorszag 
of the Turkish rule in Hungary, the mosque was demolished 


by flood in 1838, with only its minaret remaining. 


Made of smooth cut stones, 
the minaret was renovated 
by K. Ferenczy from 1970 to 
1972. The renovation helped 
refresh the damaged parts of 
the minaret and build a 
symbolic mihrab out of 


concrete. 


The minaret of Hamza Bey 
(Erd) Mosque is one of the 
three Turkish minarets that 
have remained in Hungary, 
along with that of Yakovali 
Hasan Pasha in Pecs, and of 
Kethtida Hamza Bey Mosque 


in Eger.

Situated in the town of Gasztony, the old church is 
interestingly home to a huge quilted tombstone, an epitaph, Gaston (Gasztony) 
and a bath basin. The stones built by the Turks were Gasztony, Fé u. 24, 9952

transported by Boros Jézsef Rdkosi, one of the commanders to 
the south army of Austria, to Gasztony in 1789 to 
commemorate the capture of Zemun, which is across Belgrade, 


by the Austrian army. 


Standing for the finest pieces 
of the Turkish arts, the 
tombstone of Grand Vizier ~ 
Izzet Mehmed Pasha dating 

back to 1198/1784 and the dl 
epitaph of Sileyman Aga 
dating back to 1157/1744-45 
are placed near the entrance 
gate of the Church of 
Gasztony. The bath basin now 


serves as a baptismal font in 


the south-eastern part of the 
church.

Staged between the Ottomans and Hungarians in 1526, the ° 
Battle of Mohacs was one of the pivotal battles for Europe in 
terms of its consequences. Having lasted for two hours, the 
battle made the Medieval Kingdom of Hungary dissolved, and — Mohag (Mohdcs) 

F Satorhely, Kiilteriilet, 7785 Mag- 
helped the Turks rule Hungary for one and a half centuries. :

The bodies of 40,000 Turkish troops, who fell martyr at the 
Battle of Mohacs, were gathered at a spot at the behest of 
Suleiman the Magnificent and buried following the funeral 
prayers over what was known as 
Sultan Suleiman’s Hill near the 
Castle of Mohacs. A wooden 
mansion was built over the hill 
that was open to visits later on. 
Efforts to locate the martyrs’ 
cemetery, which vanished over 
time, are ongoing. The State of 
Hungary put together an open- 
air museum in memory of the 
Battle of Mohdacs in 1976. The 
area is home to wooden statues 
and tombstones, representing 
the Hungarian and Turkish 
soldiers. There is also a museum 
building. It features a movie that 
accounts for the war in various 


languages.

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Tombstone in Nagykanizsa 


When we talk about Hungary, one of the first places that DE-05 
comes to mind along with Esztergom Castle is Kanije. 
Following 86 years of Turkish rule, none of the 50 buildings 
including mosques, prayer halls, tombs, baths and so on Kanije (Nagykanizsa) 
, 7 . Nagykanizsa, Zarda u. 1/A, 8800 
known to have been built under the Turkish rule has survived 
Magyarorszag 


to the present day. The tombstone of Findik Mustafa Pasha is 
the only remains that evoke the Ottoman times. The 
tombstone is currently 
situated within Saint Joseph 
Church. The tombstone has 
been morphed into a 
baptismal font after its 
headstone was carved out. 
Placed on the portico of the 
church, the tombstone reads 
in naskh inscriptions: “Here 
lies Mustafa Aga, year 1084 
[1673-74]. The tombstone of 
Mustafa Aga is the only 
tombstone with an epitaph 
that has survived to the 


present day in Hungary.

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Turkish House 


Referred to as Turkish House, the building is known to have 
belonged to a Turk appointed as a tax collector by the 
Ottoman Empire in the 16* century. Its fame as the Turkish 
House that draws inspiration from its vaulted chimney is still 


recounted as a local tale. 


Entirely made of stones, the house is of two floors and it was 
renovated in 1880. The ground floor is vaulted while the 


upstairs is wooden. 


Situated over a hill that overviews the lake Balaton, a 
recreational spot in Hungary, the Turkish House is used by the 
City for cultural purposes, and it is a certified historical 


artefact of Gothic style.
